Subject I RESEARCH PROPOSAL FOR COMPUTERIZATION OF 
CERTAIN TERRORIST DATA 
INTERNAL SECURITY - MIDDLE EAST 


Reference is made to your letter dated 
January 30, 1975. Personnel of this Bureau who are 
involved in the problem of terrorism have reviewed the 
proposal of the American institutes for Research (AIR) 
regarding the lputerization of terrorist data and feel 
it would be a definite eld in a hostage negotiation 
situation. The results of this project could be considered, 
along with other factors prevailing at the tiro, iu arriving 
at a coarse of action in such a situation. The FBI also 
eees the training value of such a project in preparing 
personnel for future terrorist/hostage negotiation situations, 

Of course, the key factor in the proposed research 
project is Whether AIR can, through its research, arrive 
at valid values for the variable factors which make up a 
terrorist situation. You will have to satisfy yourself 
with AIR*b previous experience in the terrorist field and 
their ability to accomplish the above.

It is the opinion of the Intelligence Division that 
the above-proposed project has merit as it could be a valuable 
aid in helping to predict the a ctions of a terrorist in a 
hostage negotiation situation. I I_ 


Referral/Direct 

The attached project is not being submitted to 
the Computer Systems Division as the FBI computer will not 
be used in this project. The FBI is not being asked to 
comment on the feasibility of this project. Therefore, our 
comments are directed to the usefulness of the project if it 
works. This project is not being submitted to the Legal 
Counsel Division as the FBI will not be putting intelligence 
information into this project. The input will be past 
terrorist acts, all of which to date have taken place outside 
the United States. If a terrorist act should take place in 
the United States, the FBI would input factual data such as 
characteristics of the terrorist, identity of his group, 
circumstances of the act, etc., which are not intelligence J 

data. / 

RECOMMENDATION : 

That the attached letter be sent to Ambassador Lewis 
Hoffacker, Chairman, Working Group, CCCT, setting forth 
FBI comments as outlined above regarding the AIR research 
project on terrorism. This letter also states that as a 
member of CCCT the FBI is unable to share the cost of such 
a project due to budgetary limitations.
